i THE CONSTITUTION; 


ITS AMENDMENT; 
4KNA.TORIAL APPORTIONMENT. 


Tbe proposition, to hold a Constitu- 


tional Convention for the chief pur- 
pose of amending the Constitution so 
that u Senatorial Apportionment can 
b* m.lde under It that cannot be le- 
gally questioned is of doubtful neces- 
sity and questionable propriety. 
It 


)* generally admitted that the Consti- 
tution of Pennsylvania, la a model fun- 
damental law. 
It should not be dis- 


turbed for other than •weighty reasons. 
Thero la grave danger that the result 
•will not he an Improvement. 


Tho Senatorial Apportionment mud- 


die It not the fault of the Constitution, 
tut ot the law first passed In pursu- 
ance thereof. The Constitution, Arti- 
cle H, cays: 


Beeelon 2- Senator* shall be *l**t«a 
(or a term ot four years. 
Section. 16. 
The State shall be di- 
vided Into fifty Senatorial districts of 
eony<14t ^ and contiguoun territory as 
nearly equal In population aa mar be, 
ana naeh dl»trlct »hall be entitled to 
elect one Senator. Each county con- 
taintoie; one or more ratios of popula- 
tion shall be entitled to one Senator 
for «ach ratio, and an additional Son- 
: ator Cor a, surplus ot population eac- 
;e»i«dlii» three-fifths of a ratio, but no 
esumty shall form a separate district 
vnlesa It shall.contain four-fifths of a 
ratio, except whera tho adjoining; coun- 
tlee ture each entitled to one or more 
Senators, when such qounty may be as- 
signed a Senator on leas than four- 
ififth* and exceeding one-half a ratio, 
>and no county shall be divided unless 
entitled to two or more Senators. No 
city or county shall be entitled to sep- 
arate representation 
exceeding one- 
sixth of the whole number of Senators. 
Ko ward, borouarh or township shall be 
•divided in the formation of a district. 
(The .Senatorial ratio shall bo ascertain- 
ed toy dividing* the whole population 
ftf tho State by the number flCtj-. 


The Constitution was adopted in 


1S73. 
In the following rear, the Leg- 
islature passed a Senatorial Apportion- 
ment and enacted that it should take ef- 
fect as follows: At tlie election ot 1874, 
i Senators should be chosen from twen- 
ty-elijht of the districts so apportioned, 
to serve for two years; at the election 
to b<i held in 1875, Senators should be 
chosan ftom eleven other dlstiicbs, 
to XTVe for one year; at tho election 
to ta held it 1S7B, Senators should 
be chosen from each of the even num- 
bered districts, to servo for t» o years, 
'and from each, of the odd numbered 
districts, to serve for four years; and 
thenceforth a Senator should bo chos- 
en st the 1S7S election from each ot 
'the oven numbered districts, to serve 
(or four Tear*, and at tha 1880 election 
a Senator should be chosen fnm each 
of the odd numbered districts, to serve 
for '.'our yearn. . 


[There was and la nothing in the 


Constitution directing that Senators 
«hal! be elected every two years, and 
there was and is no reason why they 
should not all be elected at the same 
time, Just as Representatives are. It 
la undent that tho Legislature of 
1S74 was unaccustomed to ripper log- 
taiatlon. The act seems to have been 
framed for the purpose ot avoiding 
the ouiter of Senators who had been 
cloi.'eo for certain terms yet cnex- 
plred, and for the further purpose of 
bringing about the election of one- 
toll the Senate membership 
every 


two years. Tha ingenious lawmakers 
•aired the complex prlblem, but they 
toft a legacy of intricacy to their suc- 
cessors, which they recked not of. 


Tho Constitution Is the supreme law 


of the land, and it is unreasonable to 
hold that an apportionment passed in 
obeilience to its mandate i3 Ineffec- 
tive aa against a hold-over Senator's 
title to his seat. A new apportion- 
ment sets up 3. Tierr order ot thlnga, 
and the old must bow its way out as 
gracefully as It can. 


So great was the anxiety of the 


Legislature of 1874 to avoid ripper 
legislation that it violated the plain 
direction of 
the 
Constitution, that 


Senators ahall be elected tor 
four 


yean, when it passed an act providing 
tha: some should be elected for one 
rear, some for two and some for four 
years. It also seems plain that the 
Legislature ot 1906 avoided violating 
tka: Constitutional requirement. 


T«'e conclude, therefore, that It there 


has been any violation ot the Consti- 
tution it Trus done in 1874 and not in 
1905, and that Senatorial apportion- 
ment aiia may henceforth be passed 
unuar that Constitution without dan- 
ger of infringing its requirements. 


STREET PAVING AND PAYING. 
The two-thirds plan of atreet paving 


has just been discovered 1m Greens- 
burg, and Tho Hevlew commends it 
highly, declaring it to bo the most 
equitable method of malting such pub- 
llo improvements, less of a drain on 
the public funds and a moans of mini 
mlalng the rate of taxation. It acorns 
that It has been the custom In Greens- 
burg to pay the entire cost ot paved 
streets out of the general borough 
fund. 
The result has boen the im- 


provement ot certain sections, while 
the larger area continues to enjoy 
muddy thoroughfares and pay the 
freight for the moro favored localities. 


Connellsvllls has pursued the two- 


thirds plan almost exclusively. A tow 
streets have boen slipped through by 
gross favoritism, and Milo street was 
paved from Plttsburg street to the 
borough line ad a condition of tbo 
trolley company's borough franchise, 
but (.side from those cnsos the two- 
thirds rule has prevailed. As a result, 
Connellsvllle'B streets and alloys ara 
pretty gonei ally paved. Few towns of 
Its size and advantages aavo their 
street improvements hotter or more 
thoroughly done. 


The paving ot a street adds materi- 


ally and immediately to tho value of 
abutting property. No property-owner 
should object to paying his one-third 
of tho foot-frontage cost. Ho is not 
paying n tat, but merely a portion of 
the cost of an Improvement which is 
practically an investment, and a good 
one. 


Greensburg got in wrong on the 


paving question. 


OFFICIAL ADVERTISING. 


It is estimated that the cost ot hold- 


ing tho two uniform primaries this 
year will aggregate over $500,000. Un- 
less better results are obtained from 
the Spring Primary, this money mould 
bo far bettor employed In publishing 
the session laws-in tho newspapers. 


Tho laws relating to official advcr- 


tisins aie sadly in need ot revision and 
radical alteration. The State annually 
pays out large sums ot money for piib- 
llshing the mercantile appraiser's list, 
a publication which absolutely serves 
no useful purpose perceptible to tbe 
naked understanding. In recent years 
oven the amounts and classifications 
of the merchants are omitted. Those 
were reasons, however shadowy, for 
tho publication. Their removal leases 
none at all. 


On the other hand, there is a crying 


necessity for the publication of tbo 
laws. People have a right to know 
what is required of them by tho Legis- 
lature. 
It is most unjust to enact 


laws for their government nnd keep 
them In total ignorance of w&at they 
are. It is worse. It Is absolutely In- 
liuitous. In any ordinary proceeding 
ot law, the defendant must have rea- 
sonable notice; yet a whole tookful of 
laws are imposed upon a wholo State- 
ful of people without any notice what- 
soever. The only objection ever urged 
against the publication of the laws was 
that it would cost too much, but It 
would not cost foOO.OOO. 


Another publication demanded In the 


Interest ot equitable taxation la that 
of the assessment lists. It would be 
more to the point, more in keeping 
with common sense and tho eternal 
fitness of things, to publish the assess- 
ment lists auci drop the mercantile ap- 
praiser's list.

• not prepared for this gift, which -was 
announced simply In a letter from 
John D. Rockefeller. Jr., as follcrwu: 


"Uentlemen—My father authorizes 


vie to say that on or before April 1st, 
ISO", he -will give to the General 
Board Income-hearing securities, the 
present market value of which Is 
about 132,000,000, one-third to be ad- 
ded to the permanrnt endowment of 
the .board: two-thirds to bo applied 
to such specific objects -within the 
«orjiorate purpoaes of the hoard as 
either he or I may from time to time 
dlr< ct, any remainder not so designa- 
ted at the death of the snrvlvor to he 
added also to too permanent endow- 
ment of the "board."
